1afid Durst into & flame. When Canada saw that
England had burst imw a flame, she also fel
authorized to burstinto a fiame, nnd so origi-
nated soare NoJ'l. In like manner, when the
constabulary began to deal without gloves
with the Irish rioters, selzed the Jfrish
FPoople, and wrrested Fenland far and wide,
inclnding his  Head Centreship Stephens,
Canads  hastened L believe she  was
gomg fto be Invaded, and got up another
ecare. And, finally, now ihat Parlinment has
authorized Lord Wodehouse to arrest Fenians
without interference from that disagreeable
marplot, the habeas corpus, and so has started
alresh the Fenian fever, again Canada declures
iteell on the point of shpping into the jaws of
the O'Mahony, or the Roberts, orboth, It renlly
seems hat the Canndians faney an army of o
furisted Feninns to be hanging alopg the hither
bank of the Njagara river, pausing upon Iits
brink, not because it doubw whethor the Rubi.

Biates have been really quite Iroquent during
the last eentory. It i= o Little singular that they
have nearly all come 1o nothing, At the open-
ing of the Revolution, Arnold's advance through
the wilds of Maine, upon Quebee, wus almost ns
daring (snd certainly rar more trying), on a
small scule, as Sherman's march through Geor-

a upon Savannab, It was unsnocessiul. The
nvasion of 1812 was & series ol grand fatlures,
Hull ¢rossed the Detroit am July, 1812, only to
surrender his whole force a month later, without
8 battie, to Genernl Brock, Van ‘Rensselaor
threw his advance across the Nisgara in October,
1812, only 1o have it all eaptured, and Scoit
among the party, after a severe affair at Queens.
town Heighis, Dearborn, next year, landed in
Upper Canada, and captured York, and crossed
the Muﬁaru. and eaptured Fort George; but
there I8 movemeuts onded, The cam-
ruig-n devised luter in. the summer for
he conquest of Canadn  was an  utter
fallure. It was to huve simed first at Kingston
and then st Montreal, and, doubtless, would
hayve gained both Canadas il succeasiul, because
Upper Cannda would have been eut of from
military supplies, and the greater part of Lower
Canada would have lollowed with Montreal,
Wilkingon sailed down the 8t. Lawrence in
grand style, having published & proclamation
that his army “invades these provimees to con-
quer, not to destroy.” It made very little dif-

tercnce, however, what his object was, Toe
campaign, between himsell and Hampton, en-

1n 1814 Genernl Brown tried his turn at in-
vading Caundn. He was more fortunate than
Hull, Van Reossélaer, and Wilkinson, because
he fought the brllianc battlea of Ohippewa and
Lundy's Lane, atter crossing the Niagara, Yet,
as Il & fatality pursued us, he managed to retreat
from a won battle, nnd fell back, to let Drum-
mond besiege us in Fort Erie. With a handsome
repulse ol one asagult on the fort, and 4 brilliant
sortie, ended the year 1814, and the series of
active American invasions of Canuda, For peace
was declared uext vear,

Twenty years later came another threatened
“Invasion of Canada.” It resembled, in some
respects, the Fenian «fforts more closely than
any of the plans already spoken of, In 1837
insurgent movements broke out among the
French Canadisns ol Ceanada East, Our vorder
people in Vermont and New York “sympu-
thized" and enrolled themselves as “Canada
patriots,” Poweriul as are the Fenians, it we
remember aright theee Canada patriots were
stropger in available numbers, as bitter in de-
termination, and better posted for effect, They
were actually spread all along the line, and
there was danger of a great rald into Canada.
They were_oiganized by the thousands, They
had” their lodges, corresponding to the Fenian
Circles, They had a secret organization,
their oaths "and passwords, thewr wmilitary
ranks of Genepal, fleld and stafl officers,
They had a Provisional Government formed
for Upper Canands, with s list of Cabinet
officers ns formidable as that of either ot the
gravd New York Feman Governments, Arms
were furnished by border citizens or stolen
from he unwilling, and even State arsenals
were broken into, Like the Fenian move, this
was undertaken by private perions in the
United States, and against the neutrality
obligations of the country. The President jssue
bis proclamation sgainst the movement, but
with litle effect, Beveral hyndred men, under
one Ven Hensseloer, actuglly crossed from
Schlosser, about a mile and a hulf above Nisgarn
Fails, und took possession of a desolate spot
enlled Navy Island, near our ghore, but within Lne
Britigh line, The return outrage committed by
Conndisgns in burning the Carodne on our own
shore inflamed the general leeling. Blood was
actually shed in this last affatr, But alter much
exeitement, and the prospect for muny weoks ol
 generil popular invasion of Canada, the armed
boidies who hovered constantlyon onr border,
ready to cross into the provinces, were graduslly
dispersed, The speedy end of the French-Jans.
dian revolt had, in fact, taken away the gronud
of netion,

Should we go on with later and more fam!iliar
cxamples the same resule would be manifest. 1n
1889 and 1840, durine the great Aroostook cou-
troversy, the disputed territory was actually
ovcupled by Mauine militia, and everything
betokened an instant invasion of Canada, Presi-
dout Van Buren announced by special message
to Congress that *‘the peace of the two nations
ie daily and imminendy endaogered,” and Con-

ress horrled throagh & war act, anthorizing the

ssident to onll out the militia for s1x months,
and to ucccpil :lu; msiceﬁ of 50.0&0 volunteers,
aad npproprigted 000,000 tor uhese purposes,
Wo ?Luuw how this affnir, which looked like
insatant war and the tall of both Canadas, really
ended—quietly and bleodlessly, So 1t was with
the Oregon ditfoulty, which cume later.

Queerly enongh, there soems 1o be a sort of
futality ~ hitherto preventing Cspada from
being invaded, At one time we find ourselves
in wae with England, and by locompetency of
commanders or the iwilure to mm:k foree
evoueh, the series of Canadu invislops all
ocome to nothing., Next, we ind popular move-
ments for the invasion of OCanada frowned
upon and crushed by -Government, in presers
vation of its neutrality., Fually, war which
‘geemed inevitable snd whose first step would
have been ihe vverrunning of Cansds by our
arms has been twice or thrice pacitically setiled,
Let not our Canada nelghbors, l.here:ure: aut
frightened too soon. It 18 troe that & lust
time” comes, Having eoried “wolf 1" so often,
that unwelcome intrader may at last presant
himeelf in the shape of a full-blooded Fenlan to
the disconcerted Onnadian, Dub history, @4
Jéart, shows many ocrises 1o Canads more ex-
citing and dangerous than the prosent one, 40
far s It has yer boen developed.—Army and
X avy Jowrnal.
